It was some years before I realizec
the conditions, deelded to stay with
the work, and stand or fall by
‘proved tests, but T am pleased to sa’
that in 1920 facts have been proved
not only to my satistaction, by my
own efforts,” but the results were
recognized and acknowledged by soi’
experts, so we are still standing

I will try and review the work in
as brief a way as possible, and alsc
give you some reasons why it was
necessary for the.facts to be proved
that agricultural limestone migh!
receive justice In the reclaiming of
Aepleted safls. -

All companies selling fertilizers
as. well as many state sgricultural
colleges, refused to accept dgricul-
tural limestone in the list of fertil-
fzers, claiming it was not a fertil-
izer but a “soil neutralizer,” yet
Prof. Chas. E. Thorne of the Ohic
Agricultural College has said, “‘with-
out lime there can be no life, either
animal or plant.” The late Dr
Cyril . Hopkins, Chief of the Agri
cultural Collere of Illinois, said
“the only fertilizers not naturally
produced on the farm itself are
ground limestone and ground rock
phosphate.”

" Dr. H. J. Wheeler, formerly with

followed by such general good re
sults as liming.” Prof. Chas. E
Thorne of Ohio again said, ‘‘ever:

In the
apring of 1920 I personally prepared
the seed beds and planted on the
17th, 18th and 19th day of May.

A “Perfect” Agricultural Limeston¢
During the time of experimental
work to prove ldmestone a fertilizer
many interesting facts have alsc
been proved relative to what con
stitutes a “perfect” agricultural
Hmestone, which I believe will be
Interesting to those following this
lne of work,

At the begioning I felt certain
of one thing; that to be of value a
stone must of necessity be soft and

soluable. This was contradicted by

‘many soll men of experlence, who

‘| rainfall of 29 to 30 in. per annum,

work for long, if you are really in-

necessary, so long as the material
was finely ground.
* It. was very soon demonstrated
that a hard rock finely ground did
not give the’ results attained by a
soft stone more coarsely ground.
After this wds proved, other tests
were made and the  vital - points
studied to ascertain if possible what
grinding and class of material was
best for the most économy in use.
It was discovered that with a

2% 1bs. of calcium was leached out
of the soll for every cubic foot of
water passipg through it and that
the finer the material was ground
the more subject to leaching it was.
. /This proved that in a section of
plentiful raflfall the leaching was a
heavier draia on caleium in the soil
than was the cropping.

, Coarse grades of limestoné were
tried out, only to find that the soft
soluabhle stone would give results
where the hard rock of the same
grinding would  not produce for
three years, thus proving the soft
stone was. preferable and movre satis-
factory, being more econdmical to
use and giving desired resulty.

On turther investigation it was
found that experiments at state ag-:
ricultural stations making tests for
the past forty years had dscided on
a material consisting of & combina-
tion of - powdered material mixed
with a material a little coarser. vud
on account of this being found mos!
economical in use and most efficion!
for results, laws have been made in
some states regulating the sgrading
accordingly. i

With these facts at hand, I was
forced to realize that in our state.
where agricultural lmestone is be
ing offered, in nearly every cas:
the material was a waste material
or a by-prodict; no special agricul
tural limestone was being offered
and that to give the farmers what
they really expected and were en:
titled to a striatly agricultural lime:
stone plant was necessary.

I therefore secured a guarry, rec
ommended by W. W. Weir, recently
professor of the soils deffartment of
the University of Wisconsin, as the
best agricultural limestone in the
state and put into existence the
Wisconsin Limestone Co., which at
present is constructing a strictly
agricultural limestone plant that
will be run exclusively to produce 2
material which my tests have prov
ed to be the most economical to use
and one that will guarantee the re
sults expected.

The agricultural limestone indus._
try is in its infaney. 1t must come
into its own, for without it agricul
tural production will continue to be
less and less each year. 4
‘We should be positive about one
thing in the manufacture of agri
cultural limestone: that the farmer
receives that which is best and mos!
economical for his use, for one fail-
ure in a district kills the use, of
the material for a long period of
time and is not only a loss to the
manufacturer, but to the farmers
as well.

I will be pleased it the proved re-
sults assist anyone in the work and
encourage the manufacturer who
hsa the right kind of material to
put his product in the correet com-
bination for a perfect result. I will

“It has been foumd in Victoria,
tor example, that cattle raised on.
sertain pastures develop paralysis
wnd other infirmaties which can be|
aured by fertilization of the soil. In
the United States in some ucres it is
‘mpossible to maintain cattle in good
sondition until "the forage is im-
proved by mineral or animal fertil-
{zers, which illustrates that a defic-
feiency in plant tissues leads to nu-
tritional disorders in animals, and
this also applies to men. Recently
Hart, Steenbock and Humphrey
have confirmed these observations
by careful experiments which show-
ed Mow the mere addition of calelum
to the todder of cows prevented the:
birth of premature, weak or dead
calves. Indeed, the extensive in-
vestigations of Forbes showing that
cows producing large amounts of
milk, and fed common winter ra-
tions, undergo constant losses of
caleium, i and phosphorus
from their skeletins, suggest that
large numbers of milch cows are
suffering from a deficlency disease.
These chemical anayses recall Han-
au's report of almost thirty years
889, to the effect that the hones
